Secretary of the Interior McKay said he favors full 
citizenship for Indians. He said some tribes are ready for 
this responsibility now. He indicated he would urge that 
necessary steps be taken to prepare all tribes for this 
objective. > 

Mr. McKay also advocated repealing laws which make 
Indians feel inferior; as, not selling them liquor; prohibit¬ 
ing marriages between Indians and white people, etc.

The Navajo tribe will receive about $3,000,000 in oil 
and gas lease money. More than 528,000 acres will be 
placed on sale. This land is located in the four-corners 
area of Utah and Arizona. It is divided into 214 tracts of 
2560 acres each. If all tracts are leased in addition to the 
$3,000,000.00 the tribe will receive annual rental fees of 
$650,000. It will also receive an eighth of any oil or gas 
produced.

The 
investigation will contsist of the following study; (1) 
whether Bureau has determined tribes qualified to manage 
own affairs, (2) whether the Bureau has acted properly 
as a trust fund agent with reference to Indian property, 
<3) whether lows and regulations are adequate for trust 
property exchanges and sales.

PLEASANT SURROUNDfhlGS ELIMINATE 
DISCIPLINE PROBLEMS 

Many visitors at Intermountain Indian School ask how 
we handle problems of discipline. Undoubtedly, they ore 
thinking that out of 2,300 adolescent Navajo children, 
many must be wild Indians full of tensions. They perhaps 
vision typical school conditions of their own youth. 

The fact is that we have very few serious disciplinary 
problems. 

Typical school conditions which our questioners pro¬ 
bably recall are: firstly, dismal classroom that no one 
cares to stay in for very long; secondly, cranky teachers 
who shriek at children day after day; and thirdly, dull 
subject matter that can be put to no immediate use. Any 
one of these three factors would drive anyone into be¬ 
havior problerhs. 

At Intermountain Indian School, we have struggled 
to provide three opposites-pleasant, colorful classrooms; 
a staff of friendly, companionable workers; and learnings 
that the children know they need. When a pupil has these 
things, there will be few disciplinary problems. 

In just a brief visit, our colorful exterior and interior 
treatment of the plant catches the eye of every visitor. 

It could have been just gray or cream throughout the 
150 buildings and miles of corridors. That would have 
cost just as much. But how devastating to human beings. 

Instead, our lovely new Indian murals in the auditor¬ 
ium make it a grand place to come to. As one moves 
throughout the plant, the colors of the walls, ceilings and 
floors keep changing. The pastel hues of the southwest¬ 
ern desert which we have used are "our colors" the chil¬ 
dren say. 

It is a simple thing. Yet, it makes our huge school a 
mighty pleasant place. While it may sound amazing to 
say that pleasant surroundings have helped to eliminate 
problems of discipline, that is what we are experiencing,

Extension: March 

A program for improvement in shearing and preparing 
wool for market has begun. The Farm Management Super¬ 
visor and the Extension Animal Husbandman are super¬ 
vising this work. 

At present Districts 1 and 2 have taken part in the 
program. 

The Extension Supervisor held adult education meet¬ 
ings at Shiprock and Fruitland. The subject was horticul¬ 
ture. Special emphasis was on general management of 
orchards and growing fruit trees. 

A sound track in the Navajo language has been made 
on two films. These films are "Grass is Gold" and "From 


Fleeces to Fabric." Farm Management Supervisor Alfred 
Bowman is the speaker on these sound films. 

During the period from February 15, 1 953 until March 
15, 1953 Extension made the following record; 59 meet¬ 
ings at which 3,726 people attended; 330 office calls for 
information; 356 phone calls for information; 591 farm 
visits and 234 home visits; and 94 demonstrations were 
made at which 359 attended.

for years. They have farmed on just such on area on Coal¬ 
mine mesa ten miles from Tuba City. 

When the wind didn't blow too hard and it rained just 
enough they got a crop. In the years, such as 1951, they 
were lucky to get their seed. 

During 1951 the rains cut the farming area with small 
gullies. The wind dug out new low places for the rain 
water to run in. After hard rains, wind scoured the farm¬ 
land and destroyed the crops. 

The old method of placing brush and" rocks in gullies 
and channels just didn't work. The wind dug new ditches 
every day. 

The clan brothers turned to the Soil and Moisture Con¬ 
servation branch at Tuba City for help. Technicians made 
a survey and developed a conservation plon. In addition 
they furnished technicol assistance, supervision and equip¬ 
ment and paid expenses incurred in its operation. 

This was the conservation plan. The entire acreage 
would be farmed on contour. Corn and melons would 
be planted on this area. At regular distances contour fur¬ 
rows would be placed to help scatter flood waters. Sand 
dropseed, western and crested wheatgrass were seeded in 
the contour furrows and 20 feet above and below the fur¬ 
rows. This helped control wind action. It also acted as 
waterways for excess flood waters. 

Between furrows the remains of last year's crops were 
disced into the soil. Sand hummocks were knocked down 
and the small gullies and windswept channels were level¬ 
ed. However, along the windward side of the farm the soil 
was not disturbed, contour lines were established and the 
farm was ready to take a crop. 

Other conservation work that followed included plant¬ 
ing Russian olive trees along the fence line among native 
shrubs. 

'The -Honahni family and its clan members are proud 
of the farm It is the first big step they have taken in con¬ 
servation farming. They know one year will not stop all 
erosion by wind and water. However, they also realize that 
if this plan is continued they will reap a living from their 
farmland.

CANCER STUDY 

A federally sponsored cancer research will be started 
among reservation Indians. Importance of this study has 
been shown by Dr. C.G. Salsbury, Arizona director of 
public health. Dr. Salsbury says that 31,000 Navajos were 
treated at the Sage Memorial Hospital at Ganado, Ari¬ 
zona. Only 68 of these people had malignancies. None 
of the malignancies were breast cancer in woman. 

At the God# Samaritan Hospital in Phoenix during 
1951, there were 10,994 treated. Out of this number 224 
cancer cases were found. 

From the.se figures it can be noted that Navajo Indians 
are far less apt to have cancer than non-Navajos.

NAVAJO CAP NEWS 

The Civil Air Patrol has completed charts which show 
all reservation dwellings. This was a very difficult task. 
Small sectional school census maps were borrowed from 
the Education Bureau. These smaller maps were transferr¬ 
ed on to the larger aerial charts. 

These charts are of much peace time value. Many 
times lives depend on people being contacted from the 
air. With this work completed a particular dwelling can be 
located without loss of time. 

On March 27 this CAP patrol has been in operation 
one year. It was organized by Mr. James Bickel of Fort 
Defiance. Today it is made up of 75 Navajos, Hopis and 
non-Indians.

AGED NAVAJO DIES 

Mrs. Bah Charley died at her home near Smith Lake. 
She was 97 years old. She went on the "Long Walk" from 
Fort Defiance, Arizona to Bosque Redondo, near Fort Sum¬ 
mer, New Mexico. At the time she was 8 or 9 years of 
age. 

Her husband was Old Navajo Charley an Indian Scout. 
Mr. Charley helped guide the U.S. troops in their search 
for Geronimo. 

Mrs. Charley was famous as a weaver of rugs. She also 
knew many of the old Navajo songs.

HOP! FARMERS RECEIVE AWARD 

Recently several Hop! farmers received a Conservation 
Service Award. The farmers have cooperated with United 
States Indian Bureau Conservation and livestock techni¬ 
cians. By so doing they have greatly increased the pro¬ 
duction of their farms and ranches. 

The Award was based on a ten year record of achieve¬ 
ment. On 242,463 acres of lands the Hopis have worked 
hard to save the soil. This was done by; preventing ero¬ 
sion; improved range and marketing methods with live¬ 
stocks; and, increased’production of crops and orchards. 

Fleeces now weigh approximately 8 pounds where they 
previously weighed 4. Lambs now weigh 75 pounds while 
in 1933 they weighed 40. 

The Award was presented at a public ceremony at the 
Polacca School. Various Indian Bureau Officals were 
present.

The visits usually include a tour of town, the airport, 
fire station, the radio station, a matinee at the Rialto 
Theater, the bottling company, the roundhouse, etc. Last 
individual children are guests of some Winslow family 
for the evening meal. 

Some of the schools so far wbo have taken part in these 
visits have been; Leupp, Tolani Lake, Seba Dalkai, 
Toreva, Tuba City, Hopi Mission School and others.

BIG JIM THORPE DIES 

Jim Thorpe, age 64, died of a heart attack during the 
latter part of March. Thorpe was a Sac-Fox Indian. He 
was world known for his ability as an athlete. At first 
he played with the Carlisle Indians. He then won many 
medals in the Olymic games in Stockholm, Sweden. After 
the Olympics he played big league professional baseball 
for a number of years. 

The body lay in state at a mortuary chapel. It was 
dressed in a beaded buckskin jacket and other Indian-type 
clothing. About 3000 people viewed the remains. 

The body will be buried at Shawnee, Oklahoma. Thorpe 
was born at Prague, Oklahoma, not far from Shawnee.

NAVAJO STOCKMEN WANT INCREASES IN SHEEP 
FLOCKS 

A petition was prepared by Indians on the east side 
of the reservation. It pointed out that Navajo sheepmen 
want larger sheep permits. This petition will be sent 
to Secretary of the Interior, McKay. Some 300 stockmen 
signed the paper. Previously 1,400 thumbprints had 
been placed on a similar petition. This was last year. 
However, nothing has been heard from the first petition. 


It is hoped that if possible this petition will help in¬ 
crease permits from 50 to 200 sheep.
